Rays From Rose-Red Star Have Been 
Traveling 185,000 Miles an 
Hour for 72 Years. 


CUT OFF AT 9 P. M. TUESDAY 


Largest Star of the Constellation 
Taurus and Its Occultism May 
, Be Easily Noted. 


Light rays that have been traveling to- 
ward the earth at the rate of 185,000 miles 
an hour for 72 years from Aldebaran, the 
fourteenth of the stars of the first mag- 
nitude, will cut off for an hour after 
9 o'clock Tuesday night. 

Aldebaran is a rose red star, one of the 
most easily distinguished of stars. It is 
similar to the planet Mars in color. It is 
about the size of thé sun, and about the 
same age. 

It is the largest star of the constella- 
tion Taurus (the Bull). Together with 


it forms the Hyades.

“Ponight.” said Father Brennan, “Alde- 
baran will be almcat overhead, just a trifle 
west, when the moon occults ite rays. it 
riges just ahead of the Plejades and is 
the major star in the constellation of 
Taurus, the bull, composed of the well- 
known weatheer sign stars, the Pleiades 
and the Hyades. 

“It appears at the per right hand 
corner of the Hyades. y reason of the 
brilliancy of Aldebaran and its notable 
color, the occultism should be easily 
noted.”’ 

The Pleiades, so named after the seven 
daughters of Atlas, are among the best- 
known constellations, being known to sail- 
ors as the “hencoop,” and to all observers 
of astronomical weather signs. 

Aldebaran is one of the most distant of 
first magnitude stars, and the light rays 
from it traveling at the rate of 185,000 
miles an hour are 72 years in reaching 
the earth.

TELEPHONE FIXTURE ON FIRE 


Woman Who Attempts to Let Herself 
Out of Window With Sheet Is 
Checked. 


Lightning, a crash of thunder and half 
a dozen telephones that began to shoot 
forth sparks and sheets of blue and yellow 
fire, caused a ten minutes’ panic in the 
Woman's Branch of the 8t. Louis Provi- 
dent association, 1731 North Twelfth street, 
during the thunderstorm of Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

No one was hurt, but for a time the 15 
women and two children in the branch 
were running about through the rooms, 
shrieking, and some of them trying to 
jump from windows. One woman, seizing 
a sheet from her bed, ran to a porch and 
was in the act of lowering herself to the 
street when caught and pulled back. Mrs. 
Mary Rophig, the mother of the two chil- 
dren, ran with them into the street. 

The accident was caused by lightning 
striking an iron pole, supporting electric 
light wires, in front of the house, The 
electric lamp was shattered, the support 
of the wires burned, and the wires let 
down upon the telephone wires, charging 
them with the heavy current. 

Ms. Nellie Preston, matron of the branch, 
was first to be awakened 

As she sprang out of bed she heard the 
others in the house in a turmoil. for the 
same thing had happened to each of the 
half-docen transmitters in the private tele- 
phone system. Mrs. Jennie Stanton, at- 


tached to the branch, ran downstairs to 
use the telephone for a fire alarm, but 
as she entered the room a tongue of flame 
shot out from ‘the telephone. The insula- 
tion of the wire had burned through. 

By this time Edward Vie of 1733 North 
Twelfth street had been aroused by the 
screams, and ran to the North Market 
street police stattion “-- help. A fire alarm 
was turned in, and policemen sent to the 
Dranch to help the women there. But be- 
fore they could arrive the trouble was all 
over. 


FRENCH TREATY 18 
RUDOLPH'S DEFENSE 


Bank Robber Claims Protection Un- 
der Terms of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Contract.

BIRDS CIRCLE AIR 


1500 Pigeons, Driven From Cote by 
Flames, Refuse to Leave, and 
Repeatedly Fly Over It. 


FEATHERS IGNITE; THEY DROP 


Efforts of Persons to Scare Them 
Away Unavailing—Lodge Con- 
tained Flock of 3000. 


in a fire which destroyed the pigeon loft 
of E. J. Murray in De Hodiament, Tuesday 
morning. 

Murray is a pigeon breeder, and had a 
big loft at 900 Rosedale avenue. Fire was 
discovered in the loft at 8:15 o’clock Tues- 
day morning. 

Murray had 3000 pigeons in the loft. 
When the fire started the birds became con- 
fused, and some of them seemingly made 
no effort to escape, burning in their cotes. 
Others of them flew out and formed in a 
great flock which circled over the fire and 
at times fairly dashed through the flames, 
so lothe were the birds to desert their 
burning home. 

Murray and some of his neiehbors sought 
to scare the birds away from the flames, 
but they were fear-stricken and unheed- 
ing. Time and again they whirled through 
the flames, and as they swept away the 
spectators were horrified to see numbers 
of the birds fiying with flery wings, the 
fan-fan of the wing fanning the flames into 
a heat which soon consumed and sent the 
poor creatures tumbling to earth. 

It was not until the lodge was almost 
burned to the ground and the flames had 
settled down that Murray saw any pros- 
pect of saving any portion of his great 
flock. Hundreds of birds had perished in 
the building, and as many more had flown 
into the flames and emerged with their 
wings aflame, so that in the end not more 
than half of the birds remained alive. 


Murray makes a business of raising 
igeons and selling squabs in the market. 
His pigeon loft was one of the largest 
around the city, and was near the Polar 
Wave Ice Co.'s building in De Hodiamont. 
It was entirely destroyed. entailing a loss 


of $1000. 
The origin of the fire is unknown.

The alarm was turned in from the Varied 
Industries building by Chief Swingley, the 
drill made under his direction, and called 
out six hose companies and two fire trucks. 

The first engine reached the building in 
one minute and thirty seconds: tn three 
minutes all the companies were on the 
scene. and streams were being played from 
three plugs. 

A few seconds later water was pouring 
through the different lines’ of hose at the 
rate of 3000 gallons a minute. No steamers 
were called out, the pressure being sup-

RUSSIA'S LINES 
FALLING. BACK 
TO THE YALU 


Their Avowed Purpose Is to Give 
Way and Avoid Any General En- 
gagement With the Japanese Ar- 
mies at This Early Stage of War. 


REPORTS OF PORT ARTHUR’S 
CAPTURE NOT CONFIRMED 


Rumors of the Landing of Japanese 
Troops on the Liao-Tung Peninsula 
Are Persistent, and May Have 
Taken Place Near New-Chwang. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 22.— 
The Russians are retreating slowly 
to the north side of the Yalu. 

The Japanese advance is now at 
Anju. The Russian skirmishing and 
advanced ouposts were thrown for- 
ward solely for the purpose of 
harassing and worrying the Japan- 
ese outposts, falling back as the 
main body of the enemy moves for- 
ward, until the strong positions at 
the Yalu river are reached. 

The 50 miles of country between 
Anju and the Yalu are very diffi- 
cult for the movement of a large 
force. There may be some lively 
skirmishing, as the Japanese ad- 
vance progresses, but the Russians 
are resolved to avoid a decisive en- 
gagement at this stage of the war. 


~~ — - 


NOTE.—Anju is on the great highroad 


which runs the length of Corea, chiefly 
near the west coast, and is § miles north 
of Ping-Yang and southeast of Wiju, on 
the Yalu river. The Ching-Chong river is 
the northernmost large stream in Corea at 
the west side of the peninsula, flowing par- 
allel with the Yalu and about 70 miles from 
it. Just south of the river and parallel 
with it runs a high mountain range from 
the west coast to the center of the penin- 
sula, with only one good pass through it, 
at Souk-Chyon, by which passage is made 
between Anju and Ping-Yang. These con- 
ditions make the line of the Ching-Chong a 
particularly strong one strategically, and 
may serve as the first great line of Japan- 
ese operations in Corea.

Thefe is alée a report of a sharp en- 
eounter at Chyong Syong, on the Yalu 
Iriver, about 30 miles northeast of Wiju, in. 
which the Russians lost 600 in killed and 
wounded. ' 

Another report, coming from New- 
Chwang, says that the Japanese crossed 
Tatung Pass, 40 miles from Haicheng, and 
that collisions with the Russians occurred, 
but the result is not known. 

It is known here that the Russians are 
slowly retiring from Corea. The total num- 
ber of their troops south of the Yalu river, 
it is believed, does not exceed 1500. The 
unconcerned manner in which the Japanese 
are advancing indicates that no serious 
collision is likely to take place in that 
region in the immediate future. 

When the Yalu river opens all of the 
Russian forces south of it will withdraw 
and Japan will then find herself face to 
face with the first great military problem 
in her land operations—the crossing of the 
Yalu in the face of an enemy. 

There is little credence placed in the 
rumors that Japanese forces have appeared 
at three or four points in Manchuria such 
as Tatung Pass, far away from a base. 

There is, however, strong reason to ac- 
cept as true the reports of a landing or at- 
tempted landing near the mouth of the 
Leao river, near Yin Kow, and below New- 
Chwang. The Japanese, if they have not 
already done 80, must make a break some- 
where between Port Arthur and New- 
Chwang—perhaps near the latter place. The 
Liao river opens upon the northeast coast 
of the Gulf of Liao Tung, and at about Ar- 
teen miles from its mouth New-Chwang is 
situated. Boats drawing 17% feet easily as- 
cend the river to that point. It is the only 
port of consequence on that part of the 
coast, which fact makes it the main gate- 
way to the heart of Manchuria.
